ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.) Gept. 19. 
There is not the slightest danger 
of a deficiency in the supply either 
of crude oil or its products, kero- 
Bene and gasoline, for the use of 
the (inited States or its allies, in the 
opinion of A. CC, Bedford of New 
York, president of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey. Mr. Bedford 
expressed this conviction here today 
before the war convention of the 


American Chamber of Commerce. 

“America,” said Mr. Bedford, “is 
producing and can produce all tha 
will be needed for these purposes.” 
But he added that “our government 
should receive the first call upon all 
petroleum produced, either for it< 
self or as it may designate for the 
use of our allies in their conduct of 
the war.” 

Mr. Bedford declared the vital 
problem confronting the petroleum 


production of crude oil. 

“The price.”” he said, “should be 
eufficientiy attractive to induce more 
and more people to drill wells, thus 
insuring a steady supply and offer- 
ing always the opportunity of finding 
@ great pool which will make the 
whole situation suddenly casy.”’ 

While the refining capacity of the 
country, Mr. Bedford stated, is great- 
er than the present demand, the 
United States is consuming crude oil 
at the rate of more than 330,000,000 
barrels a year, while the annual pro- 
@uction in this country amounts to 
$12,000,000 barrels. There was in 
storage in the United States on July 
1 last, however, 164,590,942 barrels 
of petroleum. 

“Tt will thus appear,” added Mr. 
Redford, “that with the stocks above 
ground and given the present rate 
of production and consumption, the 
supply is sufficient to insure us hav- 
Ing enough of) for at least the next 
five years, provided the production 
fe fairly maintained. So, while the 
oocasion is not one for alarm, it is 
one for taking intelligent measures 
toward adequate production of what 
we need.

have quantities of food and must 
have them at prices which they can 
pay from their wage. 

“There are few who will dispute 
the advantage of such regulation as 
will eliminate speculation and ex- 
tortionate profits. This is difficult 
to disassociate from fixing of prices, 
yet a great deal may be done by 
simple regulation and the organiza- 
tion of trades to police themselves 
under government patronage. 

“The largest question of the hour 
is price-fixing, for the suspension of 
the law of demand and supply as 
an equitable economic law is forcing 
our hand in every direction. 

“We will find as we go on with 
the war and its increasing economic 
disruption that first one commodity 
after another will need to be taken 
into control. We will, however, 
profit by experience if we do not lay 
down hard and fast rules, but deal 
with every situation on its merits. 
So long as demand and supply have 
free play in a commodity, we had 
best leave it alone. 

“The food administration powers 
to fix prices He in export buying, the 
power to buy and sell certain com- 
modities and the further power to 
enter voluntary agreements with 
producers. 

“One illusion in the mind of the 
public I am anxious to get clear. 
The food administration, through its 
own authority and the co-operation 
of other government agencies, can 
accomplislf’ a great deal, but it is 
limit absolutely to that area of 
commerce between the producers 
and the retailer. We are stopped in 
law within this area. © can only 
use influence on both the retailer 
and producer and depend upon their 
patriotism. In this area we can only 
regulate the flow of trade and hold 
it to moderate prices and excise 
speculation. 

“In the food administration we 
intend to confine ourselves to ten 
or twelve fundamental staples, those 
food commodities that make up the 
basis of life.” 

WAR AS A BUSINESS. 


Lord Northcliffe said that the 
United States, as did England, 
would come to a realization that 
war is a great business enterprise 
and that the country must draw on 
ite best resources in chemistry, en- 
gineering, transportation, manufac- 
turing and distribution. 

“Almost all of the industries in 
our country,” Lord Northeliffe said, 
“have been remade by the war. One 
of the first practical things done in 
}Great Britain to assist in winning 
the war was to lengthen the day 
by adding an hour in the morning 
and dropping an hour in the after- 


noon. 
“You will require vast refrigerat- 
ing stores for the preservation of 
meats and other foods for your 
armies. At this time six months 
from now you probably will have 
between 600,000 and 800,000 men In 
France. Think of the refrigerating 
machinery you must establish. 
“This war is the greatest business 
the world ever knew and in our 
country we are doing nothing else. 
Let me tell you that you will have 
to furnish between five and six 
pairs of shoes a year in the easiest 
parts of the lines at the front and 
twelve pairs a year at the hard 
parts for each of the 600,000 or 
800,000 men you will soon have on 
the front.” 
| Lord Northeliffe pointed out thet 
the average life of a rifie ts six 
weeks as one instance, in addition 
to those already cited of the amount 
of business organization that must 
be created in the United States on 
account of the war.

Bryan was assigned by the War 
Work Council to visit all camps in 
the South. before going to Europe. 

LARGE UNDERTAKING. 

“It seemed hardly probable at 
first that such a large undertaking 
could be carried out,” said Mr. Bryan 
today, “and it probably would not 
have been but for the assistance of 
Mr. Adler, who suggested that if 
the paper carried no advertising and 
was not sold there were no reasons 
why local publishers would not co- 
operate to the fullest measure. 

“The plan was thereupon worked 
out by which the Y.M.C.A. could 
furnish 4000 papers to each of the

These are his brightest 
2% days: Never was there a time in the history of the world when 
his services were in so great demand and so highiy respected, 
when his conditions were so favorable, when his prospects were so 
assuring. He is getting his share, day by day; he is going to get a 


bigger slice than ever, from time to time as economic conditions and 


laws may warrant in this case and that. It is inevitable. 

In the big eastern cities during the last two years of war boom, 
the wages of iron and steel! workers have increased 56 per cent.; the 
wages of woolen workers 45 per cent.; while in the case of some spe- 
cial war industries, labor has actually doubled in paid value. For 
the same period, according to government statistics, the cost of liv- 
ing increased 42 per cent. 

When, in 1914, Lord Northcliffe declared that the social effect 
of the war on England would be to make the rich poorer and the poor 
richer, he was not drawing on his imagination. He reasoned from 
facts. He knew. 

America as yet has been in the war hardly six months; but the 
labor situation as it developed in Great Britain has been duplicated 
in the United States—only that development has been far more rapid. 
Old King Supply-and-Demand, who has made the one law in the world 
that no one can break, even if he wishes to, is working overtime. The 
figures we quoted above will, as time goes on, diverge more widely; 


the percentage of difference will favor still more startlingly the cause | 


of labor. The cost of living continually rises, but production can and 
will hold it to a maximum level. The demand for labor is already get- 
ting beyond all bounds. It is a moot question, whether in the near 


future laborers can be obtained in adequate numbers for work ahead 


of this country. 
ITI. 
HEN the army has exacted the tol! it requires to vindicate the 
W stand this nation has been called upon to take; when the farms 
have absorbed the laborers they must have—and which the gov- 
ernment will see they get, that the people may be fed—the residuum 


from which the ranks of skilled labor must be recruited will be re- 


duced to dangerously meager proportions, dangerous, that is, should 
labor allow itself to be led away by the false counsels of Gompers, 
Tveitmoe and political self-seekers. 

Yes, this is the workingman’s heyday—a new world ts opening. to 
him, if his feet do not slip. Opportunity is not standing outside and 
knocking on the door; it is breaking through the panels and forcibly 
entering the house of every able-bodied man in the land, capable of 
filling any useful position and turning the fruits of his brains or his 
hands into current coin of the realm. Under the conditions that pre- 
vail wages must continue to go up and up—so' long as men are will- 
‘Ing to work. The time when an employer could impose unreasonable 


‘terms has passed. The law of supply and demand is a law that no 


individuals or groups of individuals can break, however potent the de- 
sire to do so. , 

‘With the land so teeming with golden chances for every faithful 
and loyal worker, the strike is worse than unnecessary. It is a boom- 
erang of deadly design for deluded labor. The old-fashioned methods 
of the lawless labor union are doomed—they are as certain to bring 
loss and suffering on those who use them as the attempts of the em- 
ployer to force down wages on a rising labor market must inevitably 
prove futile. 

Capital is grasping the significance of the readjustments brought 
about by the world war. Capital must meet the continually increasing 
wage scale that the scarcity of competent labor has imposed. Had 
‘capital not been so ready, anarchy and ruin would by this time have 
overtaken the United States. And should labor on its side persist 
in neglecting its present unparalleled chances, wreck and ruin must 
inevitably follow. 

Ill. 

NDER the circumstances, is the government performing its ob- 

U vious duty—to point out to the workingman the safe and sure 

road opened for him along the path 6f least resistance? -Is not 
the government rather encouraging him to quarrel with his bread and 
butter? By backing up the strikers and by programming with their 
chief aider and abettor the administration ‘at Washington is gullty 


of an act of monstrous injustice to its loyal and patriotic citizens, to | 


the large majority who are chiefly shouldering the war burden, and 
who by doing so have made possible the present era of high wages 
that prevail in all industries. iS 

Such an attitude by the responsible Democratic leaders of the 
nation is not only placing labor at home in a false and perilous pos:- 
tion. It is also a direct discouagement for the tens of thousands of 
brave citizens who have voluntarily denied themselves their share 
in this general labor prosperity and undertaken hard and dangerous 
service in a foreign land; it tends to take the heart out of the hundreds 
of thousands more who have been drafted and loyally accepted the 


_ Imposed service—and left good positions vacant at home—to be filled 
by the stay-behinds, some certainly slackers, some probably aliens—_ 


many of whom already show their ‘‘gratitude’”’ for-what the country 
has done for them by joining the ranks of the Industrial malcontents 
and, with the apparent moral support of the government, attempting 
still further to hold up their employers. : 
GREAT deal of disturbing talk has been heard on the subject of 
A the ‘‘unearned increment.’’ What is this unearned increment? 
Because the worker a short time ago was receiving $3 a day for 
exactly the same work that now pays him $5 a day, would he care to 
have that extra two dollars described as unearned increment? Yet it 
is just as truly so as the extra 30 per cent. that in good times some 
corporations have been enabled to extract from their enlarged field 
of operations. 
Workers, if they are loyal and far-sighted, if they are willing to 


- accdpt for themselves the same law of supply and demand that capl- 


tal is too wise to resist, are sure to get a larger share of this desirable 
**increment’”’ than ever before. Products are being marked up, but, as 
‘we have seen, labor is being marked up at a still higher figure. Noth- 
ing in God’s world except the foolish action—or rather inaction—of 
labor itself brought about by senseless strikes, can prevent this 
same law of supply and demand from boosting the price of labor to 
even more exceptional figures. « | 

Most employers recognize this. They must recognize it; they 
must and will advance the wages of their meritorious workers, men 
and women, as their business conditions permit. The Pacific Coast 
has not yet felt the full stimulus of the depleted labor market. Yet 
in California the task of finding competent men to fill the positions 
left vacant by the effect of the draft and the genera! war activity, 
to get workers in the fields and orchards, to find mechanics for the 
new shipbuilding plants and airplane factories, for work on the can- 
tonments and forts and other government industries, to secure farm 
labor to insure the crops—all this is assuming such magnitude that 
the wages for the right kind of men—not the inefficients—must be in 
proportion to the difficulty in finding them. And.that will be a higher 
wage than any union-labor combination will ever be able to enforce 
on an artificial and unnatural basis. 

if deserving labor reaches out for it in the right way and in the 
proper spirit, the finest prize it has ever won is now within its grasp. 
Harmony between employer and employee never promised a happier 
combination or one more necessary if the United States is still to pre- 
serve the leading place among the industrial factors of the world. No 
level-headed employer can be blind to this fact, nor can any sensible 
and reflecting worker. And the keen business men of the country 
are convinced that just as fast as conditions justify they must mark 
up wages, treating each case on its merits. Of course, not all busi- 
nesses are equally profitable. That man is the enemy of labor who in 


. the heyday of its prosperity would advise it to attempt to seize by 


force and crime that which must inevitably come to it by peaceful and 
harmonious industry. With the labor barometer rising steadily, in- 
dustrial peace surely will be vastly more profitable to all concerned 
than industrial strife. The country needs workers—workers as well 
as fighters, men workers and women workers. All the world wants 
them. Neither this busy country nor the rest of the busy world has 
any use for strikérs or slackers. The old motto was good—‘‘Work 
and pray.’’ No, not ‘‘Shirk and prey,’’ with an ‘‘e.’’ But here is the 


new slogan, generally accepted by wise workers and sagacious em- 


ployers—it is: **‘WORK AND PAY,”

ONKEY MEAT. 

Beefsteak now is a luxury for the rich. 
An ordef of lamb chops is nothing short of 
reckless dissipation. Coastwise fish have 
become the standby of the economical, 
while whale meat has been found good to 
eat. Yet, while butcher shops have gone 
into the same class with jewelry shops, in 
Arizona has been started a waste of millions 
of pounds of good meat, ignoring the op- 
portunity for escape from the exactions of 
the beef baron. Fat burros cumber the 
Arizona ranges and consume the grass re- 
served for the lordly steer. So the don- 
keys are to be sacrificed, a huhdred thous- 
and or so of them. The hides will be 
tanned for shoe leather and the balance 
will go to the making of fertilizer. Men 
who know tell that the flesh really is ex- 
cellent, equal to beef in flavor and tough 
only in the case of the old, broken-eared, 
saddie-marked veterans who used to pack 
ore from the mines or, perchance, were 
used to smuggle mescal in from Sonora. 
The Germans have no foolish prejudices in 
such matters. For years they have been 


a toothsome sausage, “eiselwurst.” This 
sausage could be made right here and 
‘would be welcomed in Europe. But it is 
to be expected that Americans would re- 
ject it. Hence there may be congratula- 
tion that for the meat has been found even 
such a use as the strengthening of the 
product of our orange groves. 


EPENDENCE! 

How much dependence can be placed 
upon a man who claims his wife is depend- 
ent on him, when in fact she is independ- 
ent and he virtually dependent upon her 
for his very livelihood?

The various stages and conditions of de- 
pendence will worry some of the members 
of exemption boards into premature graves. 
The word “dependent” stalks through their 
dreams and is with them during all tha 
waking hours. If a man has a wife she is 
dependent upon him, even if she is a capa- 
cious and strident Amazon who can lick 
him with one hand. If he has a job the 
industry of the nation waits upon his wiljl. 
If he is severed from said job the wheels 
of trade are palsied and motionless. 7 

At least that’s the way it gets to the ex- 
emption boards. 

There was the case of John Henry Smith 
for instance. John is a husky young citi- 
zen who looks as if he could lick his weight 
in Irishmen, let alone Germans. He ex- 
plained ih his affidavit to the exemption 


country, but he was married six years ago 
and his wife’s condition was such that he 
could not possibly leave her. She was 
helplessly dependent on him. ais. 

But a little quiet investigation showed 
that John’s wife was an active and vigor- 
ous woman who had for years been holding 
a responsible office position paying her 
more than $100 a month. She had only 
taken a week's vacation when she was Mar- 
ried. John’s only known occupation was 
playing pool on money furnished by the 
wife. She bought him his suits, socks and 
cigarettes and kept him from starving to 
death. He was so helplessly dependent on 
her that he could not even go down town 
without first touching her for a nickel for 

ear fare. 

Yet, womanlike, the wife permitted her 
shiftiess husband to put over his story to 
the exemption board. Nevertheless John 
will go to France and when he understands 
that he has a country instead of a wife de- 
pendent on him he may be able to make 
something of a man out of himself after all.

ment contract. He was an expert 
machinist and there was delicate 
mechanism which he alone could 
care for and adjust.

Such was the burden of the affi- 
davits presented on his behalf.

It is a 
bit of a shock to some men who 
have been accustomed to view with 
awe the responsibilities resting on 
them to find some slip of a young 
girl drilling easily and quickly inte 
the great trust.

Elihu Root is one of the most 
gracious, benign men I ever met. 
President Roosevelt sent me to him 
as when Secretary of State; and 
among my many sessions with 
statesmen, I think no other was so 
quiet, so courteous, so generous, so 
judicial as these hours with Root 
when with “Teddy's” aggressive. 
helpfulness we cut a thousand 
miles of Red Tape and got a bit of 
belated Decent Fair Play for Call- 
fornia’s First Americans. Those 
who have been here fifteen years 
can remember what the Sequoia 
League has done for the Indians of 
Southern California; how it has lit- 
erally forced the In or Depart- 
ment to give them homes in place 
of the deserts: to which they had 
been driven by the “Superior Race.” 
And when the Supreme Court of the 
United States turned the Warner's 
Ranch Indians out on the road from 
the home they had occupied since 
long before Columbus blundered 
into the New World—whiy, then it 
was time to do a little Red Cross 
work right at home. And it Get 
Did! Since—and because of—that 
Eviction, public sentiment in South- 
ern California has not only fed 200 
starving Indians for two years—it 
has forced the government to give 
them back enough of their imme- 
morta! lands so that by the sweat of 
their brow they can keep from 
starving. I saw the Warner’s Ranch 
Indians the other day. They have 
about 200 times as much land, and 
seven times as much running water 
as they had in the old home which 
was theirs under every law of Spain 
and Mexico—from which every 
land title in California ultimately 
derives. They have one of the 
loveliest and most fertile valleys in 
California; and an irrigation system 
that Pasadena would be glad to 
own.. They are said to be the only 
Indians ever moved to a better place 
than they were robbed of. 

Of course it was essentially the 
Rampant Roosevelt who made the 
Sequoia League able to put through 
the reforms which have changed 
and bettered the status of nearly 
every Indian in California. But it 
depended also a little on his Cabi- 
net—and “Tama Jim” and Ethan Al- 
len H., never did’ nor could under- 
stand the West. 

Root did! 

A little weazened figure of maybe 
one hundred and twenty pounds; 
delicate in manner as in physique; 
modest as a woman should be (and 
now Sometimes is;) slow but pure 
and clear of speech, so that when 
he was done you knew not only 
what he thought, but that he could 
still Learn—he is one of the Mem- 
ories of my life. | 

That’s many years ago. He is 
now 72 years young, and on the 
Firing Line. You can understand 
him! Though he is one of the 
greatest of American statesmen and 
lawyers of today, and you and I are 
mere Sawdust in the Ring. But 
when Elihu Root says something, 
we can Grasp his Meaning. Like 
wise, we all revere him. 

And I’m gure we'd all be glad to 
have him comment on Abraham 
Lincoln's “Spot Resolution,” and on 
the I.W.W.’s, and on San Francis- 
co’s plight, and on the labor unions’ 
hold-ups of Uncle Sam; and a lot of 
other things that specifically inter- 
est us just now. We have some 
juvenile notions as to what we in- 
stinctively Guess about these things, 
ourselves; and being Young and 
Free the Less we Know the More 
we Guess. But the Sassier we are, 
the more we like Leadership. We 
can’t be Driven, we can’t be Bot- 
tled—any more than Youth ever can. 
But like all Youth, when a man has 
that One Quality that cannot only 
Say “Come, Boys,” but make wus 
Feel that Way—why, he’s just what 
we were Looking For; a Leader. 
We are Boys—and so are the Girls, 
though Easier. We can be Disci- 
plined and Censored and Obedient. 
But to Get Us Going, someone has 
to have that undefinable gift of God 
which doesn’t just play on our hys- 
terias, nor play to our emotions, but 
also grabs our Sensible Intelligence. 

And having been our Missionary 
to Darkest Russia, I wish this gray 
little giant could be sent as off- 
cially to Blackest San Francisco 
“and Way Stations” where Anarchy 
rules. 

It makes very little odds what 
anyone Says—and under the Con- 
stitution it makes a lot of odds that 
all of us retain our right to say 
what we good and honest Think. 
But it makes all the difference in 
the world what we Do. All the ill-
